PUBLIC SCHOOL 

By PROF. MAKSH 

I think we ait* all agreed that the 
leadlUK Intereat of Koatadiy Is agri- 
culture, and aa f ar aa oaa be aeen 
tbat will eontlnue to ba the lead- 
ing interest in (he future. On the face 
of it. It seems rather strange that

Kirls. a laric niaioritv ot wliom u>ll 
: IK-nd thei, livs on farms, to att'-nd 
school hIx mouths In the >eur for a

Au- 
nt lit'r difficulty Is that many i>areul8

ture, In gardealag or la dairying. 
They bare a oartala aBKmat of know- 
ledge which haa been handed down to 
them from tlnir ancestors and thla 
Iviiow li'il(;e has onalih-d them to win H 
tei'taln amount ol .sinco^s and the 

II iidoncy is to r>'< | that that ib all 
that no< ds to be known alKtiit uKri- 
culture or rural life. Iu order to 
overcome these difficulties teaching 
along agricultural Unoa must be be- 
gun right and must ba doae by a 
teacher who kuows his bualaesa. 

So the flrxt iKiint to determine Is 
how to pn i>aro a l> acher lor this 
vMirk. I do not think that a set of 
i|ll''Slious |■eKaI ^li!l^ aKi icultui e, dall y- 
ing, etc., put into exaiuinations, which 
could be dug out from books and ana- 
wered oa paper would amount to very 
much. I tbtak a much wiser wajr to 
get at the proUem would be tor our 
iiurmal schooto to Introduce a cer- 
tain amount of laboratory work which 
would show absolutely how to take 
|K>or soil and liriim it up to tli>' point 
uf IiIkIi |iroductivit> . which would 
show how to luaki ^ood creamery but- 
ter that would be firm and aolM 
inatead ot tha aolt muahy roUa which 
are dabbed coaatry buttor. Theae 
abould aot be long, eshaustlTe, selen- 
tiric courses but should take the more 
piiK'tiial iioints from the shorter 
il I I iriili ural coiirws, such as tho.^o 
at W i.scoiislii L ulvi'rslty, .Minni'sol;!, 
and other schools, which have taken 
up the problem, so that In a short 
course of ten or twoltro weeks the 
teacher would bars aomal practical 
itnee worked oat, oae or bmno of 
which he could pat lato operatloa 
In the achool where he was golag to 
touch. When he came to teach this 
work, the lal)oratoi> iip ihod would be 
Iho olio us<-d. It would not lie glv- 
lUK pupils facta throuKb books aud 
then leaving ihem the part of tUe 
work which to tretiueBUjr the moat 
dlfflealt, to taro that book kaowledge 
to practical aocoaat

He agreea to enter the campalgu in 
Maaaachusetts for Senator Lodge, a 
Stand-patter, and at the same time 
promises to stuni|) Indiana in the In- 
terest of H<-nator Heverldg.', an 1 iisur- 
gent and a radical opponent of the 
preaeat tariff. 

Enters Naw York Politics 
Tlw niealest inlerest. hovv.ver, 
.veins to have centered around the 
loriiier pie>ii|. |,t s entrance Into New 
York politics. 

Tbe chief measure before tbe ape> 
cial aaasioa of the New York legto- 
toture was a blli pravidlag for direct 
primarlea. Gov. Hughea had beea 
trying to force the paaaage oC thla 
bill for some time and public senM- 
nient s'-cnis to Ix- decidedly in favor 
Of it. There was, hovvevei, miich do'ibt 
of Its passage and .Mr. Roosevelt was 
asked to give the nieasur^ Ilia support. 
This he did in a atroBg letter to 
the SUte Senator whoae aame the bill 
beara. By Mr. Kooaevelfa advocacy 
a number of votea were eecured, but 
not enough to win, and while Gov. 
lluglies, after two defeats, aniinuiic s, 
that he will now give up the contest, 
the public Is I'.eniandiiig that Mr. 
Roosevelt ululie the fight his, anil 
the indlcationa are that ho will ea- 
ter the ilsU. 

Mr. Tafl and the Supreme Court. 

The liii;lie<t aiiiliiliipii o' Mr. Taft 
for yeai.s wa^ to Im i one a iiieii;liT 
of the Supreme l ouit, ami he vcmlii 
have been, if the urgent call had not 
come to assume the goveraorablp ot 
the PhllUpplBea whldi put him oa 
the road to the prasldeaey. 

He to thiM likely aever to be a 
memlier of the court but he becomes 
now, in a significant .s-iise, ilie 
maker of the court. No piesident h»s 
ever had the appointment of a ma- 
jority of the court's nienil)ers, and 
but few have been called uiKjn to 
appoint a Chief Juatloe. He haa al- 
ready nued tho vaaaaclee eaasad by 
the death ot JiuUam Foskkyaa aad 
Brewer, and now he Is ealidd upon 
to name the successor to Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller. Justice Moody Is soon 
to retire and Justice Harlan Is 'H 
years of age and hia retirement is 
ex|iected at any time. 

Seeretaiy Knox haa been apoken ot 
for Ohlot Jnstloe, but nuuiy are hop- 
lag that Got. Haghaa nay ho seloet' 
ed for that fdaee lastaad Ot Jasttao 
In Justice Brewer's place. But It to 
too early yet to tell Just who will re- 
ceive the appointment. I'osslbly not 
even the president knows. A distin- 
guished jurist himsi'lf. it would seem 
that this court crisis would find 
ready solution at his hands. It la 
alBoeraly to be hoped that he may 
aaake wlae aelecttoaa.
